The Second Additional Contrattions are by 
the Letter d. or nothing, which is in the fifth 
Place of d. in the Table, and mult be put on the 
left Side, at the Foot of the Subſtantive, as will 
appear by the Examples 1n the aforeſaid Plate. 

The Third Additional is, to come to, being only 
an Additional to the firſt four Rules that are ex- 
plained in our former Impreſſion. 

The Fourth Additional, to depart from, is alſo 
an Additional to the firſt four Ruies, and explam- 
ed as the former. 

The Fifth Contraction is an Addition to the 
firſt of the four Rules expreſſed in four Examples, 
and needs no farther Diſcourſe. 

The Sixth Additional is by the Idea and Sym- 
bolical Rules, and needs no other Direction. 

The Seventh is an Additional to the ſecond of 
the firſt four Rules of Contrattions, to which I 
refer you. 

The Eighth Additional refers to the Third of 
the firſt four Rules, and is there explained. 
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The Explanation of the third Additional Plate 
of Contrattions, Plate 45. 


The firſt Additional Rule is, be it far

The ſecond Additional is an equal Diſ- 
tance from the Subſtantive, and ſignifies 
before, being placed on the right Hand of 
the Subſtantive.
